•Multiple SpeedCharts with the same name can be used as long as the Effective 

Date is different for each of them. 

 

Scenario: 

 

A SpeedChart named ‘ABC’ was created with an Effective Date of 7/1/10, it has 

5 distribution lines and the percentages are split evenly 5 ways.  On 8/1/10 the 

distribution changed.  A new ‘ABC’ SpeedChart was created with an Effective 

Date of 8/1/10 and the distributions were changed accordingly.  

 

What this means…if a transaction was entered into SMART with a date of 

7/15/10, the system would know to use ‘ABC’ with an effective date of 7/1/10.  If 

a transaction was entered 8/2/10, the system knows to use the ‘ABC’ with an 

effective date of 8/1/10.  You will only ever see one ‘ABC’ in the SpeedChart 

dropdown, the system selects the SpeedChart based off of Effective Date.

Step 2: Enter SetID (Agency Business Unit) 

Step 3: Enter SpeedChart Key (unique name, can contain numbers and letters) 

Step 4: Enter Effective Date (defaults with current date, can be edited) 

Step 5: Click ‘Add’

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Step 6 : Enter a Description

History of the SpeedChart is lost if you elect to update SpeedCharts vs. creating new SpeedCharts.  

Anyone in the Agency that has the KAP_AGY_AP_MAINTAINER or KAR_AGY_CONFIGURATOR 

role(s) HAVE access to do this.
